Set the trees far enowgh apart to
allow for full development.

Olsorve the distance required
for full grown apple trees Iln your
nelghborhood,

Form the head of the tree at what-
ever helght yon think best. In north-
ern sections where trees are llable to
sunseald, low hemds with trunks not
over ten feet high are best.  Prone
the lower branches up to the desired
helght, and lenve three or four maln
branches to form a well-balanced top.

I'tune regularly every spring, thin-
ning oul o8 much of the new wod as
mny he necessary fo prevent the top
becoming too dense.  Careful annual
pri avolills the necessity of eut-
ting out large Hmbs when the trees
ot older,

Do not allow adjoeining crops to en-
eroach upon the trees, To Insure good
growth. it Iz best to give clean, thor-
ozl enlévation from early spring till
about midsummer, after which the
trees should mature thelr wool for
winter,

A vover erop of some kind, such ns
rape clover amd halry veteh,  sgown
ufter the Inst culthation in midsam-
mer, is valuabile for root proteqtion in
winter, and to enrich the soll when it
is plowed under next spring.

The fertility of the soil about the
trecs may he most economieally maine
tained by the judiclous use of the le-
suminous clover crops and occaslonal
applications of unleached wood ashes
sprend evenly over the ground as far
out as the roots extend.

Guard ngninst girdling of mice by
banking earth against the trunks In
the faull, wrapping the trunks with
bullding paper or tramplug the snow
firmly around the trunks from time to
thone after the first heavy suow-fall.

Watch out for borers on the trunks
neat the groand every summer, and
dlg them out as soon as they are found
to e at work,

Protect the trees against the rav-
nges of Insects on the folinge by spray-
ing, or by removing the Insects by
Lhind untfl the trees get too large for
such a method.—Ontarto Bulletin,
